CHICAGO, June 6 —The confession 


of Nathan F Leopold, Jr , made public 
last night by Robert E. Crowjj. State's 
attorney, after the grand jury had in-

University post-graduate students, on 
twenty-six counts charging the kid- 
napping for ransom and murder of 
Robert Franks, May 21, was revealed 
as an unemotional, coldly matter of 
fact document 


"The nes.t problem was to get the 
victim and we were undecided until 
that day," said the confession after 
It related the plans for kidnapping, 
playing and disposing of a child in 
preparation for demanding >10,000 
ransom. 
"Then we decided to take the most 


likely-looking subject that came our 
way 
It Just happened to be Robert 
Franks. 
Richard 
was 
acquainted 


with him and called him over and in- 
troduced him to me and then asked 
Robert to go for a ride. 
"Richard said, 'come on m. I want 


to ask you about a tennis racquet.' I 
got-in the car then and stepped on the 
gas and we proceeded 
As we turned 
the corner Richard put one hand over 
his mouth and with his right hand 
beat him on the head. 
He did not 
succumb a» readily as we expected 
and Richard pulled him to the back 
•eat anC forced i club or gae into his 
mouth. I guess he-was instantly »uf* 
foated."

Are Doing a Big 


Business.

BAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—Cali- 


fornia, after weeks of waiting, Is fi- 
nally satisfying its curiousity regard- 
ing "Kankodan Brides", a subject 
with which recent dispatches from 
Washington on the Japanese, exclu- 
sion act have been flled. But It la 
with some disappointment that Cali- 
fornia Is learning about the new 
brand of Oriental brides. For It de- 
velop* that they are just a new va- 
riety of picture brides. 
' 
Approximately 400 of the; Kanko- 
dan brides have passed through the 
hands of the immigration authorities 
so far, and it la expected that from 
•even thousand to twenty thousand 
of them will have taken up their re- 
sidence In America before the exclu- 
sion act becomes effective. 
"Kankodan" in Japanese means 


"excursion party." 
but attaches at 
the Japanese consulate declare th 
term does not really fit the newcom- 
ers. 
The brides, they assert, are b> 


no means participants in any excur- 
sion party, although Americans re- 
turning from the Orient disagree. 
What actually Is happening is that 


Japanese residents of America are 
going home a la "kankodan." When 
they reach Japan, they are met by 
marriage brokers—the same man who 
us«d to Bhip picture brides to the 
United States after the husbands-to- 
be had picked them out by mail. The 
marriage brokers exhibit to the home 
comers pictures of young women who 
are willing to marry. The wife seek- 
ers then visit the home towns of the 
women they select—and if the wo- 
men live UD to their photographs and 
descriptions 
marriages are imme- 


diately made. The bridegrooms, fre- 
quently 
traveling 
in 
"Kankadon" 


groups then bring the wives back to 
America. 
Americans returning from 
Japan 


say that virtually every city and town 
In the empire is busy helping Japa- 
nese residents of America get married 
before the exclusion act becomes ef- 
fective. 
Each municipality has its 
marriage broker or brokers, to whom 
the young women take their photo- 
graphs and appeal for husbands.

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WHAT A JOB FOR BURTON*! 


The position of Theodore B. Burton 


in th« throes of preparing the Cleve- 
land 
keynote recalls the 
peculiar 


plight of the hired man in a yarn en- 
titled "No News, or The Dog Died," 
told by the old-time tramp comedian. 
Nat Wills. 


Mr. Wills related that a farmer, 


obliged to visit the city for several 
weeks, had left the establishment in 
Charge Of a, hired man.

hand, of whom he was asked, "What's 
the news, John?" 
"No news," re- 


plied John. "Except," he added re- 
luctantly, "the dog died." 
"How did 


the dog die?" asked the farmer. "Well, 
sir, the dog died when the barn burn- 
ed down." 
Whereupon the farmer 


wormed from John that the barn had 
caught fire from the house, which 
John admitted, had also burned down. 
And that the fire m the house wasn't 
discovered until too late because the 
farmer's wife was not at home. And 
thai the lady was not at home be- 
cause the farmer's wife was not at 
home. And that the lady was not at 
home because she had run away with 
a traveling man. 
Thus. John in his 


assertion that there was no news 
seemed to have rather understated 
the case. 


A number of odd accidents have 


overtaken. 
Mr. Burton's party since 


1920. and their nature is such that 
Jlr. Burton, if he essays the role of 
frank reporter and is brave enough 
to mention one of them, must per- 
force go on and relate them all. for 
none of these untoward happenings 
can be properly explained without re- 
ferring to others- Hence. Mr. Burton 
may do one of two things: tell all. or 
simply refuse to admit in the begin- 
ning that the dog died. 


In this connection, bearing in mind 


Mr. Burton's natural bent and the 
exigencies of the occasion, it is fair- 
ly safe to assert little mention will 
be made1 of the dop in Cleveland. 


In the Council's statement published yesterday tho Council 


claimed that the employment of a police secretary had resulted in a 
net caving1 of approximately twelve thousand dollars per annum to 
the city. Well, there is no use to explain that this is not a fact, 
for it has already been corrected in an article published today on, 
pape three, signed by the President of the Council. This is just an- 
other incident of facts being ignored in the Council's haste to'try to 
cover up their extravagance. 


As so much has been said in regard to the council purchasing: 


fifty-seven acres of land over four mileg from the city at four'hun- 
dred and fifty-eight dollars an acre, a bill of sale dated November 
23, 1923, shows that the city qply received fifty-four and a fraction 
instead of fifty-seven acres but the amount paid for this tract was 
twenty-five thousand. Deed book 128 Page 358 shows that this land 
was purchased for twenty-four hundred dollars by J. 8. Thompson, 
who in turn sold it to the city for twenty-five thousand. Mr. Thomp- 
son '» purchase contained sixt3--one acres and in his sale to the city he 
retained practically seven acres in highest cultivation and reserves 
right to remove all buildings and to cultivate all unuaed land during 
1924, 
and reasonable time, thereafter to remove all crops. A very in- 


teresting angle is that when Mr. Thompson purchased this land it 
was assessed at fourteen dollars per acre and in 1923, the,year the 
city bought it- it was only assessed at twenty dollars per acre. If the 
land last year was only assessed at one-third of its value, it would 
only amount to sixty dollars per acre while the city paid over four 
hundred and sixty-two dollars1 per acre. A Teapot Dome will soon 
break forth in Danville that will make the Washington affair soon be 
forgotten or the Goo Goo Council will have to retract their claim of 
being capable of governing Danville the same as they did in regard to 
the police secretary. The city, if it has complied with the bill of sale, 
has already made a payment of fifteen thousand dollars and if the in- 
terest is added for the time that elapses before work is begun- which 
should be done to determine the cost it will make the cost of this 
fifty-four acres of farm land located over four miles from the 
city limits practically twenty-six thousand dollars, which in turn 
will have to be paid by the citizens plus whatever profit the Coun- 
cil decides to add, fer the Council has already stated that it will 
make a profit on this transaction. 


The Council appears to claim considerable credit for the addi- 


tional traffic officers. It does not take any genius to increase the 
auto tax four hundred per cent, and apply this to the Police De- 
partment. 


The Southern Railway does pay less in dollars and cents per 


kilowat than residents of Danville. The rates are on a sliding scale 
and it requires forty or fifty miles of block signals and numerous 
stations to be.illuminated to get this rate. We would like to know 
if the charge of $21,041.10 for lighting the streets is charged at this 
rate. Also if all the current charged for every city building and 
parks is grouped with the current for the street lighting and 
charged accordingly. 


For the city to issue bonds in order to increase its plant to be 


able to take care of outside interest means that the citizens are 
forced to own public utility bonds, whether they care to invest in 
them or not. Not everyone cares to invest in such bonds. 


The Council stated that it spent practically $200,000 for improv-1 


ing streets other than from bonds. This did not take a body of j 
experts for it has been done at the expense of the schools. The 
Council can not boast of any permanent improvements to schools, 
for it has"taken' this money and.s£ent it for'streets:; The| children, 
the city's greatest asset are paying the price of the poor judgment 
of the'city fathers. Practically all of the present school facilities 
were built from current revenues before the Goo Goos took hold of 
things. 


We are patiently waiting to see if the Goo Goo police force will 


take any action in regard to the violation of the city ordinance. It 
is known .to this department, but it does not seem to be in any hur- 
ry to enforce it. Violate any other city ordinance and let _it be 
known to the police department and see what happens. It is the 
same old thing since the Goo Goos have had control of the city: It 
is not what you do but who does it." Is it not a known fact that 
former councilmen had to resign in order to comply with the law?

My Dear Sir: 
I have your letter of the 2d with the enclosed advertisement. 
I know "of no specific provision of the law which would warrant a 
city school board in making an appropriation for purposes of advertis- 
ing. 
On the other hand, apparently there is no law prohibiting pre- 


cisely this type of expenditure. 
Your general argument that a school 


board entrusted with public funds should not use any part of these 
funds to propogate a campaign for an increase in tax or for a bond 
issue, about which taxpayers may sincerely differ, is in my opinion a 
point well taken. The law does require school boards to make budgets 
as the basis for the required le\-y and to publish this budget for the 
benefit of the public. The publication, the printing, and other costs 
attached must of course be paid by the school board out of public funds. 
Even this might be construed as some form of propaganda, but It is 
\ery clearly a means of informing the public and the tax-levying body 
of just how the money entrusted to the board for the previous year has 
been spent, in order to show that added funds are needed and to guar- 
antee that future expenditures will be carefully watched. 
However. I 
doubt the right of a school board to use money derived from taxes 
in a campaign for a bond issue. 
If a. board can legally spend a T«ry 


•small sum for this purpose, it may legally spend a very large sum for 
the same purpose, and there would he nothing to prohibit the use of 
the major part or even of the entire public school fund for campaign 
purposes.

I am asking the opinion of the Attorney General with reference to 
question, and on hearing from him I shall be glad to advise you.

The McAdoo supporters recognize in 
what they choose to call the Al Smith 
"bloc" their only organized opposition 
at the convention. They believe that 
if they could break down the Smith 
forces the west would be easy and the 
former 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury 


might be nominated on one of the 
early ballots. 


The men in charge of the 
Smith 


boom are the ones who are crying "he 
shall not pass" and it will be up to 
them in the convention itself to rally 
the scattering: opposition to the as- 
pirant from California. 
Except for 


the Smith organization there is virtu- 
ally nothing. Some 
ten 
or twelve 


States will advance favorite cons, but 
there is no cohesion among these 
States, no plan or action, no general 
understanding. Governor Smith is the 
only outstanding figure for the nomi- 
nation, other than >lr. McAdoo, who 
has attempted to develop something 
like cohesive strength. 


The McAdoo people felt that when 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many Hall, died several months ago, 
the Smith boom would suffer a se\ere 
collapse- But such has not been the 
case. Other and younger hands have 
taken it up 
t 


Instead of Murphy, the 
"machine 


politician," pulling the strings behind 
Jhe governor, 
young Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, an Independent Democrat, 
is in charge and he has rallied a num- 
ber of States to the Smith standard. 
It will be up to the Al Smith "bloc" 


to thwart if possible the determination 
of the MAdoo forces to take complete 
charge of the coming convention. The 
"favorite son" States may join in this 
movement but to get anything like an 
effective opposition together will re- 
quire a great deal of negotiation and 
understanding before the convention 
actually beglns. 
There is- a feeling in Democratic 
circles that Former Governor Cox of 
Ohio, the standard bearer of the party 
in 1920. might have collected a consid- 
erable block of delegates to be used 
against McAdoo if he had permitted 
his name to be used in several States, 
particularly those adjoining: the Buck- 
eye commonwealth. But Governor Cox 
was adamant in his determination to 
confine his preliminary forces to the 
Ohio delegation and to leave the rest 
in the lap of the gods. 


At the present writing it would seem 
that the opposition to Mr. McAdoo Is 
relying heavily upon the assumption 
that many of the McAdoo delegates 
are not "loyal." The McAdoo mana- 
gers have had to meet this statement 
almost at every turn. 
Apparently it 


is baaed upon the fact that in many 
States there wits no opposition offered 
to 
McAdoo in the 
primaries and 


therefore the election went more or 
leva by default. In other States it is 
claimed the indorsement of McAdoo 
was "lukewarm" to say the least. 


The McAdoo adherents are perfect- 


ly well pleased to have the opposition 
proceed upon the theory that the Mc- 
Adoo delegates will not stick- 
They 


believe they will. The very fact that 
the McAdoo forces had their own un- 
opposed way In so many States leads 
to the belief that the delegates in 
these State!* must have been of the 
"hand picked" variety 
and in this 


proceas great care must have been ta- 
ken to insure the loyalty of the men 
who will help to make the presiden- 
tial nominee.

iceman deliver a little ice daily will 
cost loss than to have him come once 
a week, or twice, and fill up an al- 
most empty Icebox.
